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ne of the simplest antennas that 
you can build is a quarter-wave 
ground plane. It is small in size, 
and is inexpensive. 

The only part you will need to buy is an 
SO-239 panel-mount connector. You can 
use an old wire clothes hanger for the 
radiator and radials. 

You will need to use your soldering 
iron or gun to attach the radiator to the 
center post of the connector. File from the 
radiator any paint or coating before solder- 
ing. Cut the radiator to the proper length 
before soldering. If you can find a short 
copper tube to help secure the radiator to the 
SO-239, your antenna will stand-up to high 
winds. 

The radials may be soldered or at- 
tached with screws. Screws are the easier 
method if you take the time to overlap them 
as shown in the diagram. Cutting the radials
